Yesterday morning Howell pre- 
sented his report to Council, together 
with a map of the harbor showing «a 
proposed plan of development along 
somewhat different lines than here- 
tofore suggested, providing fer addl- 
tlonal wharfage, a reduction of the 
Harbor Boulevard to seventy-five feet, 
and a municipal bel: line rallway. 

Council likes the plan. Likes it well 
enough to adopt it. according to sev- 
eral members, but for the gake of 
regularity it was referred to the 
Board of Public Works, the Harbor 
Commission, the City Engineer and 
the Mayor. 

What these gentlemen will do to it 
may be plenty, for they aré com- 
mitted to the Goodrich pian. | 

“But.” says Council and Howell, in 
effect, “iheore ain't no Goodrich pian.” 

“We just threw that $6000 away,” 
added Councilman Betkouskl. 

Secretary Matson of the Harbor 
Commiasion said yesterday that the 
complete draft of the Goodrich plan 
has not yet been received, but that 
a part of it is expected from the New 
York offices soon. 

In the meantime Council has 
an ordinance providing for a feduc- 
tion in width of the proposed boule- 
vard to seventy-five feet. Mayor Al- 
exander is opposed to the reduction, 
and has not yet signed the bill. This 
is his laet dav under the law in 
which he may act. [If he vetoes it, 
Council, it is said, is likely to pase it 
over his head. 

The introduction of the Howell 
plan apaprently puts the question of 
jurisdiction squarely before the Coun- 
cll and harbor authorities. If Coun- 
cll proceeds to adopt the Howell plan 
of harbor development, thus setting 
aside the Goodrich plan, what be- 
comes of the Board of Public Works 
and the Harbor Commission and 
Goodrich, and all the schemes of the 
past two years, was the question be- 
fore the several houses yesterday.
